Dear  Mr*  Monk:  With  your  extraordinary  knowledge  of  such  matters  you  may  be  able  to 
clear  up  what  is  for  me  a  major  mystery*  Yesterday  I  bought  a  book  (VIE IWG 
Tales  of  the  North;  S.  C.  Griggs  &  Co«,  Chicago}  1877)>  by  R.  B.  Anderson*  Univ.  of 
Wise*  It  consists  of  what  purports  to  bo  literal  translations  of  the  old  Germanic 
Sagas*  The  first*  entitled  Thorstein*  s  Saga,  has  shocked  me  out  of  ins'-  wits.

Are 
tile  references  meant  to  refer  to  India  and 
leprosy  -  a  tropical  disease  unknown  to 
the  Northland?

(Because  of  the  brainless-vicious— 
savage— serpentine  smear  -  "that^  heathen

The  reference  to  the  subjugation  of  In¬ 
dia  sounds  to  me  to  be  strangely  parallel 
to  the  actual  subjugation  of  it  by  the  an¬ 
cient}  Sanskrit-speaking  Aryans.

Dear  Dr.  Anderson: 

You  are  now  seeing,  maybe  for  the 
first  time  with  your  eyes  open*  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  statement  of  the  Prophet  of 
Galilee,  "Search  the  graphass,"  meaning 
the  words  of  the  wise  (such  as  the  Sagas)* 
He  DID  NOT  say  search  the  script.  The 
word  "script"  of  that  time  was  from  the 
Greek  (N.T.Gr.)  peran*  meaning  "wallet,"  or 
pockot’oook  as  of  this  time,  or  mealticket, 
such  as  the  "script"  that  is  issued  to 
soup— line  participants.

Except  that  the  German  (VIKING)  scribes 
stuck  closer  to  the  historic  truth  and 
were  careful  to  side-step  the  impulse  to 
add  a  lot  of  sloppy  windjammOr*  such  as 
the  Jonah  version  of  the  original  ARION 
tale  about  the  merchant  (Arion)  being  rob¬ 
bed  by  pirates,  thrown  overboard  and  flo¬ 
ating  to  shore  on  a  board  or  being  picked 
up  by. fishermen  trolling  for  dolphin  -  the 
"big  fish"  that  inhabited  the  Corinthian 
waters . 


Thorstein  probably  had  returned  from 
the  Northlands  of  Europe  to  the  old  bir¬ 
th  place  of  the  Nordics-Aryans  in  the 
extensive  provinces  lying  between  ancient 
Persia  and  India*  And  he  found  a  Few 
Deal  Trotsky  Communism  in  operation  that 
was  making  paupers  of  all  the  little 
farmers  and  millionaires  of  all  the  big
